This Is an opportunity for druggists,
pharmacists and men with hospital ex.
perience, or in other words men with
a knowledgetoLiuedicine but without a
doctor's license certificate, to enter
the service. The pay is $75 a month
to master sergeants, $65 hospital ser-
geants, $.10 sergeants 1st class, and $3
sergeants.- - J' :.
